


Traffic Menace 
Is Subject Of 
New Ordinance 


Kersting Court will be made a one¬ 
way street, beginning June 1, with the 
adoption of an emergency ordinance 
which was presented for first reading 
at last night's meeting of the city 
trustees. The ordinance is designed 
to prevent the traffic congestion 
which has been a source of constant 
danger for a long time. 

Under the terms of the ordinance 
auto traffic will be permitted only in 
the direction from Hartman’s store 
toward Nomura’s grocery. Parking 
will be permitted only along the curb, 
with marks to be painted on the pav¬ 
ing so as to have cars headed in on 
an angle. Parking will be prohibited 
a reasonable distance on either side 
of the comers where there is not room 
for an auto to pass between the elec¬ 
tric cars and another parked against 
the curb. Appropriate signs and 
marks will be installed for the guid¬ 
ance of traffic. 

it is expected a curb and gutter 
will be installed along the Pacific 
Electric right of way beside the sta¬ 
tion. Parking on that side of the 
street will be automatically prohibit¬ 
ed by the one-way traffic regulation. 
This legislation is expected to go a 
long way toward solving the traffic 
problem which has worried Marshal 
Udell and the other city officials a 
long time. 

New Tracts to Open 

Messrs E. A. Miller, W. A. Evans, 
R. A. Fowler and F. M. Smith were 
present to discuss plans for cutting 
Montecito avenue through between 
Lima and Sunnyside, forming a con¬ 
nection between existing portions of 
the street. Mr. Miller and Mr. Evans 
are subdividing tracts of land owned 
by them on both sides of the proposed 
street. Mr. Fowler owns the land be¬ 
tween the two subdivisions. He does 
not expect to subdivide and would 
prefer not to have the street cut 
through, but indicated he would con¬ 
form to whatever program seemed 
best for the good of the city. Mr. 
Smith owns a lot which will lie at 
the northwest corner of the intersec¬ 
tion of Lima and Montecito when the 
latter is cut through. 

Points of discussion were whether 
to run the new street at right angles 
or on a slight slant. The existing por¬ 
tions of Montecito are not exactly in 
line. After a lengthy argument over 
the relative disadvantages of a jog 
at intersections or of having a slight 
bias on frontage lines of the lots, the 
latter plan was adopted as a means 
of‘ avoiding a jog in the street con¬ 
necting at Sunnyside. 

It was decided to make the street 
fifty-five feet wide to conform to the 
portion of Montecito west of Sunny¬ 
side. This will necessitate taking a 
strip five feet wide along the south 
line of Mr. Smith’s lot. Mr. Smith 
argued for a fifty foot street which 
would leave his lot intact. He agreed, 
however, to an adjustment on a 
friendly appraisal of benefits and dam¬ 
ages, rather than involve all con¬ 
cerned in the bother and expense of 
condemnation proceedings. On these 
points the views of City Engineer 
Gierlich and the trustees were accept¬ 
ed, some concessions being made by 
all owners. 

These matters were taken up only 
in an advisory way at this time. The 
desires of the city officials were ex¬ 
pressed in order that the property 
owners might prepare their maps cor¬ 
rectly before presenting them for final 
acceptance by the board.

Rumors that one or more of the 
numerous chain grocery store systems 
would break into the Sierra Madre 
field developed into definite news this 
week with the leasing by the Chaffee 
company of the room now occupied by 
Hub Freeman’s billiard hall. The 
lease was arranged through D. N. Al¬ 
corn, Mrs. William Walker being the 
owner of the building. 

The Chaffee lease calls for posses¬ 
sion of the building on June 1. It is 
reported the store will begin 
operating as soon as necessary 
alterations can be made and fix¬ 
tures installed. The CliaffCe system 
is represented in practically every 
town in Southern California with 
2,000 or more population. 

RADIO FOR (1 TESTS 

AT FERN LODGE 

Guests at Fern Lodge never lack 
for anything Mr. and Mrs. Hosford 
can provide to make their stay enjoy¬ 
able. A radio receiving set is the 
latest addition to the many features 
which make Fern Lodge a distineitive 

ort. The set was installed recent 
ly and while there was some difficul¬ 
ty at first for lack of power, it has 
been used sufficiently to demonstrate 
its value as an acquisition of the 
camp entertainment facilities. 

The radio system has not yet been 
developed to the point of displacing 
ordinary phones, for lack of practic¬ 
able sending power for individuals. 
But it relieves the mountaineer’s 
sense of isolation for lack of knowing 
what is going on in the outside world. 
It will be a boon to ranche rs, camper 
and homesteaders who are beyond the 
network of telephone wires. 

Laurel will be adveitisod for sale by 
the city, on petition of neighboring 
property owners who want it removed 
as an eyesore and public menace. At¬ 
torney Baker said he had not been 
able to find any record of specific 
transfer of this property from the old 
water company to the city. It was 
thought that the title was covered by 
a blanket deed to all real estate own¬ 
ed by the company and that title to 
the property can be conveyed to the 
highest bidder. 

More Fire Hose 

Purchase of 200 feet of fire hose 
was authorized on recommendation of 
Trustee Topping, fire chief. It will be 
paid for with the residue of the fire 
apparatus bond fund. 

Mira Monte Improvement 

Preparation of an ordinance of in¬ 
tention for the improvement of West 
Mira Monte Avenue was authorized. 
The work was petitioned for nearly 
two years ago and Attorney Baker 
ruled that the lapse of time would not 
invalidate the petition. 

Dr. Jackson, city health officer, 
asked for regulations providing for 
the muzzling of dogs in case of rabies 
appearing. The city attorney was in¬ 
structed to prepare an amended dog 
ordinance raising the license fees on 
dogs and giving authority for order¬ 
ing the muzzling of dogs in an emer¬ 
gency without waiting for the pass¬ 
age of a new ordinance.

BIG INVESTMENT 

AT ROSS FIELD 

The two immense steel structures 
that have been attracting so much at¬ 
tention from motorists driving past 
Ross Field, and which during the past 
few weeks have grown into the like¬ 
nesses of airship hangars, will cost 
the war department more than $200,- 
000, it is estimated. They will prove 
a safe and sure anchorage for valu¬ 
able aircraft already in use at the 
Arcadia Balloon School, and for the 
new D-ship soon to be assembled 
there, says the Monrovia Messenger. 

The first D-ship is already lying in 
the balloon house and will be put to¬ 
gether and inflated as soon as the 
first hangar is completed. Colonel T. 
A. Baldwin, commanding officer at 
Ross Field, believes he will be ready 
to fly the new dirigible next month. 

The D-ship is the government 1 .- 
largest dirigible, now that the Roma 
is no more. It is 200 feet in length 
and 55 feet in width. When driven 
by its two 150 horsepower Union mo¬ 
tor- it can attain a speed of nearly 60 
miles an hour. The gondolas pro¬ 
vide for two engineers, wireless oper¬ 
ator, pilots and four oi five passen¬ 
gers. 

The government's investment at 
Ross Field is steadily mounting, and 
will shortly pass the $500,000 mark. 
Sometime during the latter part of 
the month General Patrick, chief of 
Air Service, is coming to make his 
first formal inspection of the air post. 
Elaborate entertainment is being 
planned in his honor. 


HUB FREEMAN MOVES 

TO HIS OLD STAND 

After occupying Baldwin avenue lo¬ 
cations for a number or years, Huh 
Freeman has decided to take his bil¬ 
liard hall back to the original location 
on Mountain Trail avenue. This time 
he is not going to be subject to lease 
terminations or any such bothers 
but has bought the entire 50-foot 
frontage from Jos. Odwarkcr. The 
building occupies about half the 
frontage, the remainder being the lot 
formerly used ns a burro corral by 
John Boyd. The property transfer 
was arranged by Frank E. Cox. 
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Now is an opportune time to press 
for action on the oft delayed comfort 
station on the Pacific Electric prop¬ 
erty at the corner of Baldwin and 
< entral. 

During the past week the far ties 
provided in the rear of the bank 1, ild- 
ing, at the expense of the bank, have 
been put out of commission. Con 
stant use by the general public, to 
gether with abuse by the throwing of 
newspapers and solid articles into the 
drain pipes have filled up one re pool 
after another. 

Hie bank officials say they cannot 
afford to maintain the place for the 
public use. Accordingly the owner 
of the other store buildinge are put 
ting in such facilities a.- they may re¬ 
quire for the use of their own tenants. 
But it is understood none of these 
will be accessible to the public, as the 
responsibility and expense of a pub¬ 
lic comfort station is more than any¬ 
one cares to assume. 

Evidently some provision must be 
made for the convenience of the gen¬ 
eral public, either by the city or by 
the railroad company. The latter lia- 
no provision for the needs of its own 
.-tation employes. When the matter 
has been threshed out in the past It 
has always come back to the one con¬ 
clusion—that it was up to the rail¬ 
road company. It has in fact been 
promised. But something has always 
blocked or delayed action. 

Now is the time to do something def¬ 
inite. City officials and Chamber of 
Commerce should get busy without 
delay and demand immediate results.

GARDEN HINTS FOR MAY 
by Jesse Ward 

Keep weeds and grass hoed down or 
spaded under. The lawn should be 
mowed close and Bermuda grass raked 
out as much as possible. Any bad 
spots in lawn should be dug up, filled 
in with new soil and seed sown. Give 
whole lawn a dressing of screened 
manure or commercial fertilizer. 

Basins should be made around fruit 
trees and the basins covered with old 
leaves, grass or manure. This will 
conserve the water and fertilize the 
tree. Avacado trees must have this 
treatment, and lots of water. An ava¬ 
cado tree that is properly cared for 
will be a source of great pleasure and 
profit to you, providing you have a 
good variety to begin with. Avacado 
trees should be shaded with burlap 
while young. 

Established trees and shrubs can 
now be planted with great success and 
as many of them are in bloom or in 
full foliage at this time it is a pleas¬ 
ure to choose the varieties you wish to 
plant. 

Set out young plants of the follow¬ 
ing annuals now: Asters, zinnias, pan¬ 
sies and mangolds. Cannas, iris, dah¬ 
lias, chrysanthemums, carnations, Del¬ 
phiniums, verbenias, statice, geums, 
lantanas, begonias, shasta daisies, blue 
daisies, Marguerites, forget-me-nots, 
gazanias, plotycodon, hydrangeas, and 
geraniums. 

As roses are blooming now, or ubout 
to bloom it is a good time to choose 
varieties for the rose garden. Estab¬ 
lished or potted rose bushes can be 
^ easily planted now. Some of the best 
varieties for cut flowers and continu¬ 
ous bloom are: Hoosier Beauty, Lady 
Hillingden, Sunburst, Los Angeles 
1 Radiance, La Tosca, Mamon Cochet, 
Kaiserine, White Cochet, Aphelia, 
Mrs. George Shawyer, Mrs. Charles 
Russell, Irish Fireflame. Irish Ele¬ 
gance, Mme. Edward Herriott, Mrae. 
Abel Chateney, and Lady Battersea. 

Bulbs that have finished blooming 
and have died down can be dug upj 
now and stored away in a cool, dry 
place until fall when they can be re¬ 
planted. The beds should be filled 
with summer annuals.

Hardy spring blooming shrubs as 
spirea, lilac, etc., should be pruned 
just as soon as they finish blooming, 
to make shapely plants. 

Old fern fronds of last season’s 
growth should be cut off. Vacancies 
in the fern bed can be filled in with 
new ferns, begonias, forget-me-nots, 
or fuscsias. 

Frozen poinsettias should be cut to 
the ground. They will in most cases 
come up again from the roots. 

Rose bushes should be dusted with 
sulphur to prevent mildew. If infested 
with plant lice, or aphis, spray new 
growth with “Black Leaf Forty,” a 
nicotine solution. 

The following fruit trees can be 
planted now: Oranges, lemons, lo- 
kuots, guavas, fiegoas, custard apple, 
or cherimoyafi and avacados.

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The high-frequency current Is known 
as the carrier-wave and its function 
Is to radiate into space in the form of 
electro-magnetic waves and by its va¬ 
riation In amplitude carry with it the 
variation in the tone at the transmit¬ 
ting station. 

It Is the frequency of the carrier 
wave that determines ‘lie wave-length 
on which a radiophone station is trans¬ 
mitted. By experiment it lias been 
found- that electromagnetic waves 
travel at the same velocity that ligl.t 
waves travel, that is, 186,000 miles per 
second. Wave-length is the distance 
between any two similar points on two 
successive waves; for example, the dis¬ 
tance from crest to crest of any two 
successive waves in the same direction, 
measured in meters, a unit of length 
equal approximately to one and one- 
tenth yards. Converting 186,000 miles 
to meters, the equivalent is 300,000,000 
meters. The length of an electro-mag¬ 
netic wave is equal then to 300 , 000,000 
divided by the frequency. Suppose a 
station was transmitting on a wave¬ 
length of 360 meters. The frequency 
of the carrier-wave would be approxi¬ 
mately 835,000 eycles.

I>ue to tlie greiit interest taken in ra¬ 
dio since broadcasting stations liave 
been started, many radio terms are 
seen and heard thut may be unfamiliar 
to the novice.

Like light, heat and sound, radio 
energy is propagated in the form of a 
wave motion. Every one is familiar 
with the wave motion set up on the 
surfuce of a still body of water by the 
dropping of a stone into it.

cannot be heard by the human ear. 

The particular type of wave which 
propagutes radio energy is an electro¬ 
magnetic wave. All of us have seen 
bits of iron and steel attracted by the 
little toy magnets made up in the form 
of horseshoes.

Radio fans, in their anxiety to get 
into the air, frequently attach their 
aerials to power poles, according to 
R. K. Cunningham, in charge of the 
Edison distribution lines. This prac¬ 
tice is extremely hazardous, Cunning¬ 
ham says, und may lead to serious in¬ 
jury and even death, if the aerials are 
brought too close to the high voltage 
power lines. 

The Edison inspectors are ordering 
all aerials removed from their poles 
as fast as they are discovered, and the 
radio enthusiasts can save themselves 
from a lot of trouble as well as pos¬ 
sible danger by observing Mr. Cun¬ 
ningham’s suggestion.
